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“DARE-DEVIL SAMSON” | 


DIES SUDDENLY. 


GERMAN. TRIBUTE. 


‘ 
London, Feb. 5. 

“Daredevil Samson” one of 
the most popular officers of the 
Royal Air Force died suddenly 
to-day. He was only forty- 
seven years of age, though he 
had obtained the rank of Air 
Commodore. 

His provoking prowess up and 
flown the German lines on the 
Western Front made him one of 
the most distinguiahed members of 
the RL ALF. and the Germans paid 
him the tribute of setting a price 
upon his head of £1,000. 

He was often known as “Cap: 
tain Kettle of the Ry ALF. owing 
to his shart rnkish beard. 

Alr Commodore Charles Rumney 
Samson, U.M.G. DSO. ALEC. 
began service with the Crown in 
the Royal Navy, which he joined 
in 1898 He saw much active 
rervice and played a leading, part 
aux a Lieutenant in suppressing 
hostile Arnb activities in the 
Persian Gulf. 

He then turned to the alr and 
took hig pilot's licence in 1911, 
oon showing the ingemnity and 
daring which made him world- 
famous, He conducted the first 
experiments ever made with sen- 
planes and led the way In the 
development of night fying. He 
also conceived the idea—then’ en- 
tirely new—of launching a plane 
from a vessel at ken, He achieved 
the fent for the first time in the 
history of aviation in 1912, 


Brought Down Zeppelin. ° 

During the war he took part in 
the campaigns fn Belgium, France, 
the Dardanelles, Egypt and the 
Red Sea and received rapid 
promotion. In 1918 he tried the 
launching of n machine from a 
lighter towed at high speed. by a 
dextroyer, with the object of wet- 
At the first 
attempt, the plane crashed . and 
Samson nearly lost his life, the 
Hghter passing over him. He 
made a second attempt and proved 
the value of the plan and-by this 
means he brought down a Zeppelin 
raider soon afterwards. 

He conducted the long Empire 
flights in 1927 which shewed the 
high efficiency of RALFL equip- 
ment. In addition to his British 
honours, he was the holder of the 
Croix de Guerre and was a Che- 
valier of the Legion of Honour.— 
Reuter and 1, B.S.

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UNEMPLOYMENT IN 
AMERICA. 


Newa reaching this part of the 
world by mail from the United 
States shown that the unemploy- 
ment in’ America con- 
tinues to be of the utmost gravity. 
It is doubtful, indeed. whether 
anything like the full facts are 
disclosed even in the newspapers, 
for whilst estimates of the nun- 
ber idled are given from time to 
time, it is practically impossible 
to discover figures which act out 
the situation in all its nakedness. 
It was recently stated by the 
President of the Federation of 
Labour thut there were no fewer 
than 5,700,000 unemployed wage- 
eurncrs In the country early in 
January, this figure, however, tak. 
ing no aecount of farm hands or 
office workers, If these were added, 
there would be a huge addition to 
the figure. . It Is not easy to com- 
Pare the situation in the States 
with that in Britain, for the rea- 
son that the calculations are not 
made.on the same There 
are, for example. thousands of 
Partiy-employed men in Amerien 
of whom no account ia taken in 
the statistica so far issued. In- 
deed, according to private advices 
received, the employeca in numer- 
ous industries have at the moment 
to be.content with part-time duty, 
with ‘a consequent shrinkage in 
their pay-roll. 

When we come to look at con- 
ditions in America now and com- 
pare them with those prevailing 
before the situation first: showed 
signs of depression towards the 
end of 1929, we realise how tre: 
mendous the change is. At the 
firat sign of a reflex action from 
the prevailing prosperity, it was | 
common to hear talk of “techno- 
logical unemployment," which was 
a nice way of saying that more 
and more were being thrown out 
of work each year by the inven- 
tion ‘of more efficient machinery. 
Just now, however, the country 
is experiencing much unemploy. 
ment of the other varicty. Some 
interesting Highton the situation 
has just been given by ‘a leading 
Ametican: economist who points 
out.that during the past ten years 
agriculture’ hus released no fewer 
than.

‘It will ‘thus’ bo seon that part 
of the problem in the United 
States is an ogricultura] one, and 
if agriculturo could be restored to 
ita old-time health, the cities 
would feel the beneficial effects as 
well, Work would be easier to 
find, and there would be teas com- 
Petition for jobs. Wages, too, 
would most likely be higher. Tho 
trouble js, however,:to set agricul- 
ture on its feet, especially in such 
a way as not to send up the cost 
of living’ to the people generally. 
“Back to the Jand” movements, 
however desirable they may be, 
meet with small response these 
days in most countries. The 
trend is towards the city. We 
may reyret this development, but 
it persists none the less. 


Angora and Islam. 


The recent religious uprising 
in Turkey, partly Inatigated by an 
old enemy of Mustapha Kemal and 
partly arising from genuine re- 
ligious fecling, has drawn atten- 
tion to the political situation in a 
country which for some consider- 
able time’ past has figured wbut 
little in world news. The intro- 
duction of a Latin alphabet and 
her part in the iljicit drug traflic 
have embraced = Turkey's — sole 
claima to notice. Moreover, it is 
now evidence that the attempt. to 
restore the Caliphate is not to be 
taken too seriously, However 
great the dimensions of the move- 
ment, and there can be little doubt 
that the fragmentary reports 
slipping through the censorship 
Kave little iden of its magnitude, 
it evidently lacked the leadership 
which would have given it force. 
Reyond. the activities of the der- 
vishes in the Province of Smyrna 
and the scrious clash at Menemen 
between the military and villagers, 
the revolt gained no headway. The 
stern measures taken by the Goy- 
ernment, culminating in the past 
two or three years with the execu- 
tion of many of the principals, 
checked the outbreak at its incep- 
tion, Nevertheless, the mere fact 
that it occurred at all would sug- 
eat that the religious question 
may still prove a very unsettling 
fac'or in the Republic-of which 
Kemal Pasha is the virtual dicta- 
tor, Ever since the abolition of 
the Caliphate there has been mis- 
giving among the Moslems that 
the disintegration of Istium has 
begun and that some steps would 
have to be taken to prevent ‘its 
disappearance as a moral force in 
the world. With the gulf between 
the church and the state ever 
widening, the: feeling has grown, 
but apart from the vigorous pro- 
test of the Aga Khan some years 
ago, nothing has.been done. But 
the strugele between the old and 
the new in Turkey js not to be 
finally settled by the hanging of a 
few ‘sheikhs und dervishes.

‘intermediate between the present 
Junior Local Examination and 
Matriculation. The School Lenv. 
ing Certificate should reflect the 
work we do in school and should 
be euch that the boy of average in-

It in worse thin uneless forhoys 
who are fitted for advanced work, 
or for boys who are not going to 
pursue them for a conatderable 
time, to begin these, sccondaury, 
subjects; onee ondmitted there 
should be some ypuarantees that 
they will stays the full course, 1 
do not wish to deprive any boy of 
the benefits, of a pood education, 
but by the time Class 4 is reached 
We have a shrewd fdea of those 
who will profit, and of those who 
will not profit: by advanced in- 
struction; to go on with the Intter 
ja To venture to say educationally 
unsound, £ think the [fetish of 
numbers is at the bottom of the

educational drawbacks. 


Rest Broins Needed, 


In conclusion, the Headmaster 
suld:--I should like to atress the 
Importance of education as far as 

us Colony is concerned, und to 
hope that it) will be possible to 
maintato the present fachities and 
standards. We need the best 
brains for the future welfare of 
this Colony and this depends on 
the education given in the sehools. 
If we do not keep up the standards 
of our educational institutions and 
equipment or the standards of the 
entrants into the teaching pro- 
feasion, then the efficiency of the 
rising ea pie duced, and 
that is what this Colony can afford 
Teast of all, Economie distress is 
acute in Bnydand and yet there is 
tremendous educational develop- 
ment joing on. Given oa wise

It ip 
essential, therefore, that you 
should get the right iden of it 
when you are young, Discipline, 
rules and regulations always seem 
rather onerous, but they | are 
absolutely necessary, A man ean- 
not rule well unless he has Jearnt 
in his time to obey. You cannot 
be a successful captaintof a ship, 
colonel of a regiment, head of a 
bank or commercial undertaking, 
captain of ‘a football or a crlecet 
team, unless you have been trained 
thoroughly in observing discipline 
and rules. 


Nor is discipline confined to the 
elass-room. It looma very large 
in the playing fieldy, Rules often

The alloyed outbreak of warfare 
in’ Kwangali is reported by » mili+ 
tary officer of the 63rd Diviston, 
who returned to Capton on Fob- 
ruary 4 from Wanghalen, Kwangai, 
The Canton News Agency reports 
thot this offleer stated that the 
Tronsides under Chang Fat-lowal, 
hitherto stationed at Poima along 
the Right River, suddenly moved 
on January 26 towards Nanning, 
which was guarded by Kwangal 
troops_under Wal Yuh-chung and 
Wang Heueh-ling. After reaching 
Shek-tze-tong, a town not far from 
Nanning, on the 28th, . the Iron- 
aldea came into contact with the 
Kwangsi-itea, who attempted to 
check the former's advance. As 
a result of « day's encounter, the 
Kwangsl troops were compelled to 
¥leld ground, retreating into the 
Nanning city, whieh was aubse- 
quently captured by the Ironsides. 
The Kwangsi troops who were un- 
nhle to retreat in time -and were 
left behind In the city were totally 
disarmed. A pante prevailed tn 
Nanning. 

Tt appears, says the report, that 
the Ironsides collided © with the 
Kwangai troops under Wong 
Hsuch-lng, hut those under Wai 
Yun-chung, stationed in the south 
kate of Nanning, romnined neutral 
during the conflict.

IN HONGKONG.

- PRIZE-DAY SPEECH. 


“Chinese studenta in Hongkong 
are over-emphasising their weatern 


]atudies,” declared Mr. Fung Ping- 


shan, speaking thla morning at the 
unnual prize day of the Government 
Vernacular Middle Schoo! at Sni- 
yingpun, when he made‘an eloquent 
Appenl to the scholars to pay more 
attention to the study of thelr own 
language, 

“A yeneral survey of the schools 
in the Colony reveals nt once that 
too much stress has been Inid upon 
the study of English, while that of 
Chinese is Jamentably Iznored,” he 
declared. “From umong the hun. 
dreds of atudents who sat for the 
Matriculation and Junior Local 
Examinations. of 1930, only one 
gaincd distinction in Chinese, while 
those gaining distinction in Other 
subjects were numerous, 

“This is a sufficient proof that 
Chinese students in Hongkong are 
over-emphasising Western studies. 
They are unfortunately blind to the 
truth that Chinese studics are the 
source of our civilization as well an 
our culture. And, in fact, in all 
the civilized countries of the world, 
all the people will count their own 
culture as the very foundation. 

Link Both Together. 

*“Moreover, where culture exists, 
morality or formation of character 
exista an well, If; therefore, we 
ean chain up Eastern and Wastern 
culture, we shall be ood elements 
not only in the local community but 
also In the world at large. 

"In referring to the value -of 
Chinese literature, Father Macdon- 
nell, speaking, before the Hongkong 
Branch of the English Association, 
well sad, ‘The more we strengthen 
the bonds that really bind us the 
better for the world. The more 
the literatures: of East and West 
are made accessible to the, whole 
world, the more strong shall we find 
to be our mutual sympathies.’ 

“Thia school han been opened for 
flve years, dnd the resulta of ench 
year have proved highly gratifying. 
Of the eight successful candidates 
of the Entrance Examination of 
the University School . of Chinese 
Studles this year, seven are 
students of this school. This 
splendid: result ds undoubtedly due 
to the affort of Mr. Li King-hong, 
the headmaster, and his staff. 

“I do sincerely hope that those of 
you who. receive prizes this morn- 
ing will. not content themselves 
with justao much, but that they 
will go a step further, aiming 
ulwaya at preserving Chinese cul- 
ture in order to preserve the moral 
standard df our fellow countymen. 

Headmaster’s Report 

In his annual report Mr. Li King: 
hong snid:—It ix a fact worthy of 
record that since the establishment of 
this school in 1926 we have had to 
refuse admissicn to no fewer than 
1092 candidates, chiefly on account of 
lack of accommodation, 

. Applicants who sought for odmis- 
sion here after summer vacations are 
not yet included- in- this - figure, - In 
order to meet this pressing demand 
the Government found it necessary to 
put up two, additional classrooms on 
the playground. These: two new 
claasen: .were started in Inst April 
when our staff was strengthened by 
the addition of Mr. Li Nai-wai and 
Mr. Lou Chui. But we missed a 
greut deat by the retirement of Mr. 
Lo Hei-tong at the end of December. 

The highest: enrollment of the year 
won 243 the average attendance 222,82 
asx against 191 and 176.45 respectively 
in 1929. : 

Generous Gift. . 

We are indebted to Mr. Fung Ping- 
shun for the donation of $3,000. for 
the purpose of establishing six 
scholarships of $30 each, which we are 
going to award to our studenta the 
first time this morning, nnd to the 
Bank of East Asia for being so 
generoux ax to give six per cent. 
interest for this particular donation 
in apite of the low rate prevailing in 
the Colony, We are also grateful to 
the Pan Hok Tun, at present re- 
presented by Mr. Li Hoi-tung and Mr, 
Li Kwoon-chun, for the’ continuation 
of their scholarships, When’ the 
Government has found itself obliged to 
raise sehool fees, these generous gifts 
are most essential to those students 
pho are particularly in need of their 

help. ;

the sides of the driver's cockpit 
considerably, as the draught of air 
at over 200 m.-p.h. would have been 
sufficient to blow the driver out 
of the car! 

An Interesting announcement in 
this connexton is mnde in a British 
Wireless message this morning 
stating thet the National Physical 
Laboratory at Teddington have

Campbell's face, 
or blow off his Koxgles. 

A small revolution counter, the 
dial coloured ‘so ax to muke the 
3,600 r.p.m., and 4,000 rpm. marks 
easily rendable, is in a faired-off 
boss at the forward end of the 
bonnet, directly in the driver's 
line-of vision,-and can ‘be used ne 
o “sight” on the distant objec- 
tive. " .

The body received no less than 
22 coats of paint —in order to en- 
Bure an absolutely smooth, polish- 
ed cellulose finish. This tends to 
reduce akin friction and helps to- 
wards more spetd. 

The wheels ure of the steel dise 
type, about ‘44-in. thick, and are 
fitted with aluminium — disca, 
Large = diameter, smooth-thrend 
tyres are used, thelr radius at rest 
being 17% ins. At apeeda of over 
1650 m.p.h., however, the contour 
of the tyres changes, due to cen- 
trifugal foree acting on the tread, 
and their dinmeter Increases to 19 
ins, thus giving the car an added 
1% ins. ground clearance. 

A very interesting point is that 
the car Is jacked up by inserting 
long ‘screws in spectal threaded 
sleeves Integral with, and at ench 
corner.of, the chassis frame, The 
Screws are turned by tommy-bars 
and the jacks are capable of Ifting 
the car 6 ft. off the-groand! 

The wheelbane is 12 ft. 254 ins. 
and the track 6 ft. 4 ins, in front 
and Gft. 2 Ins. at the rear. The 
overall length is 26 ft, and the 
width 6 ft., while the top of the 
driver's head ia only 39% ins.
